the  individual.  It  deals,  he  says, 
with  the  society  of  “a  post-indus- 
trial world  where  the  main  prob- 
lem is  consumption,  not  produc- 
tion.” 

THERE' IS  often,  he  comment- 
ed, a “poor  fit,”  a strain  between 
social  pressures  and  the  individ- 
ual. 

“For  example,”  he  said,  “many 
people  in  this  room  have  been 


brought  up  to  think  that  saving 
is  good.  No  saving  is  almost  a 
vice.  It  stops  the  economy  cold. 
Inflation  destroy’s  the  person’s 
savings  and  advertising  makes 
him  feel  like  a fool.” 

He  thought  “The  Lonely  Crowd” 
was  unsuccessful  in  its  discussion 
of  autonomy.  He  feels  it  “lacks  a 
picture,  and  I don’t  know  where 
to  find  it,  of  a Utopia  where  the 
young  people  don’t  feel  impo- 
tent.” 

This  may  be  less  important  at 
BYU  because  “the  missionary 
tradition  gives  many  people  I 
feeling  of  being  called.” 

However,  American  students 
without  the  political  power  of 
students  in  other  countries  “re- 
act by  taking  their  moral  temper- 
atures to  see  how  indepertdent 
they  are.” 

He  summarized,  “They  are 
more  interested  in  being  than  in 
doing,  but  to  be,  some  things 
need  doing.”

PRIOR  TO  tile  contest  Dr.  Lar- 
son took  a pill  . . . good  for  head- 
aches, pain  and  19th  century  lit- 
erature.
